vas To The citizens of Andover: 


The school committee accepts 
the report of the superintendent of 
schools as its report for the year 


1951. 


The committee commends the 
employees of the school depart- 
ment for their good work during 
the past year. The department has 
retained its fine teachers in the 
system and five young teachers 
who give excellent promise have 
been added to the system during 
the year. 


The school committee looks for- 
ward to the opening of two new 
school buildings, the West Center 
school in April and the Central 
school in September. It is a big 
step forward in the building pro- 
gram which the town must face. 
The growing tendency in the 
town’s population and the increase 
in the average family point to the 
need for additional new buildings 


in other sections, with perhaps the 
next move, a four room addition to 
the Shawsheen school. 


The town must also look forward 
to the problem in the Junior and 
Senior high schools. This is being 
watched and developments in the 
next few years will determine 
what course the town must take, 
This will entail a large expendi- 
ture for new construction as well 
as increase in the school depart- 
ment budget. The town is facing a 
definite problem and the best judg- 
ment of the people is necessary 
for the most serious consideration. 

The school committee must take 
the leadership in presenting the 
facts and inevitable needs to the 
people in ample time in order that 
the people in town meeting assem- 
bled may exercise their best judg 
ment and make wise decisions in 
the expenditure of large sums in 
order to maintain the school sys- 
tem at the highest level.

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Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To The School Committee of Andover: 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit to the Andover School Committee 
the sixty-second annual report of the Andover School. 


The number of changes in personnel during 1951 was about 
normal. In January, Miss Cynthia C. Noone was elected as a 
teacher for the elementary schools and Miss Elizabeth Speight for 
the Junior High School. In February, Miss Helen G; Munroe, 
who had taught in Andover for the past twenty years, asked for and 
received a leave of absence and retirement. Miss Emily R, Pettit 
was elected to take her place. In April, Miss Elizabeth Stoneham 
was elected Librarian for the Junior and Senior High schools. In 
May, Mrs. Florence Parker, who was teaching first grade in Shaw- 
sheen, resigned; and Miss Martha Howe, who had been teaching 
kindergarten in the Bradlee school, was transferred to take her 
place. Miss Jeanne Hallsteen of the Central schools also resigned 
to accept a higher paid position in Weston, and Mrs. Dorothy 
Runyan was elected to fill that vacancy. Mrs. Angie D. Econ 
resigned, and Miss Anna Janetos was elected to fill that position. 
In June, Mrs. Elinor Stanley was elected to fill the position vacated 
by Miss Martha Howe; and Miss Martha Morris was elected as an 
additional kindergarten teacher. In August, Miss Helen McCarthy 
resigned to accept a higher paid position in Swampscott; and Miss 
Elizabeth Speight resigned to accept a more highly paid position 
with the Federal Government. Miss Patricia Reynolds and Mr. 5S. 
Perry Congdon were elected to take the respective positions. In 
December, Mrs. Alma M. MacDonald resigned and a substitute 
teacher was assigned to her work. In August, Miss Lilian J. E. Fox 
retired. Miss Fox had given outstanding service to Andover for 
the past thirty years. Her resignation was accepted with great 
regret. Miss Fox was highly thought of by all,—teachers, parents, 
and pupils. She gave generously of her time and thought. Under 
her guidance, the English Department held a high position. 
Punchard High School will feel her loss. 


In February, 1951, Mr. Eugene V. Lovely, who had been 
awarded a pension by the action of the Town Meeting in March, 
1950, was elected Headmaster Emeritus of Punchard High School. 


The election of Mrs. Barbara H. Wilson, who began her duties 
in September as instructor of music, has already proved a very 
wise choice. Mrs. Wilson is teaching the kindergarten and first and 
second grades in the various schools, as well as the seventh grade 
music classes in the Junior High school. She assisted Mrs. McArdle 
with the band during the football season and has worked with 
the Glee Clubs of the Junior and Senior High schools. 


Mrs. Miriam McArdle continues to do an outstanding piece ol 
work in the many activities in all grades in the field of music. Also, 
under her leadership the Teachers Association has been very active, 
professionally and soctally. 

In April, after many years of very faithful service as a janitor, 
Mr. William Stirling died. His loss was keenly felt by the teachers 
and pupils. He had been well liked. He was always courteous and 
cooperative. Mr. William Hulse was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


In October, Miss Isabelle Dobbie was elected as Principal of 
the new West elementary school. 


In September, Mrs. Bertha B. Bevington, who had been man- 


ager of the Caleteria, passed away, and Mrs. Amy Henry was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 
In September, we re-organized the Caleteria staff. Mrs. Amy 


Henry assumed the managership of the Cafeteria, and because ol 
the pending expansion of our cafeteria program and the two new 
elementary schools, Mrs. Harriet Gilcreast was appointed by the 
Superintendent as the Financial Manager of the cafeterias and the 
milk distribution. It is planned that Mrs. Gilcreast will handle the 
bookkeeping and financial management of all cafeteria milk and 
food sales. It has worked out extremely well, and the Cafeteria is 
now on a sound business basis. 


Our Art Department has followed a comprehensive, basic 
course covering a variety of activities and media. ‘The ultimate 
purpose has been the development of latent talent, self expression, 
and creative ability. hose students electing Art in the tour upper 
grades have had able instruction from Miss Frances Dalton. Miss 
Dalton has done a very superior piece of work with these interested 
students. A number of our students have continued their Art 
instruction in institutions beyond high school. Several of our stu- 
dents have held National awards. 


Mrs. Dorothy Sanborn, the Supervisor of Art, works in the 
kindergarten and the first grades. In the kindergarten, self expres- 
sion with crayons, easel paints, finger paint, plasticine, scissors, 
and paste, proves an easy, enjoyable step from home activities to 
those of a somewhat formal classroom. 


The past year has been another successtul one in respect to 
the Driver Training Class. Each student enrolled in the course 
had classroom instruction and received lessons in the specially 
equipped, dual-control driver training car, For the past four years, 
the Shawsheen Motor Mart has made it possible for the School 
Department to have the use of a new Ford automobile. Punchard 
High School was one of the first schools in the state to offer this 
program. Each student has the opportunity to train for a Massa- 
chusetts Driver's license if he so desires; and with the exception o! 
one or two students each year, all receive this privilege. Vhis year

there were two classes of twenty-five students each, 
Hinckley, the Driver ‘Training instructor, has done 
fine work and is deserving of commendation.

We are sometimes asked why we do not teach Phonics. We di 
We teach the children how to use the phonetic approach in recog 
nizing unknown words. We also teach the structural approach 
Probably we use more phonics than do most schools; but we mus 
be careful not to overstress them, for pupils will become “Word 
callers” rather than comprehending readers if too much sounding 
out of words is allowed. ’ 

‘Today we are using two Basic Systems of Reading:—The Cw 
riculum Foundation Program, sponsored by the noted authority 
William S. Gray and published by Scott, Foresman, and Company 
and The Ginn Basic Readers, sponsored by the equally eminey; 
expert, David H. Russell, and published by Ginn and Company 


I have always been intensely interested in reading, and | watch 
our progress closely. “Twelve years ago, in my annual report, I spoke 
of the remedial reading program which we had adopted in ordey 
to help eliminate the none-reading pupil. Eleven years ago | 1. 
ported that “particular emphasis has been directed toward 
reading program’ which should contain (1) instruction on. basa 
reading which deals. with the reading-studying abilities; (2) chil 
dren’s literature; (3) the work-type oral reading.” 


These programs 
are still being carried out with marked success. 


In my report of last year, I stressed the continued increase jn 
enrollment. My estimate for October 1951 was eighteen hundred 
and at the present time, we have eighteen hundred and ten pupils 
I think it wise to publish again the following enrollment figure 


1945 — 1262 1949 — 1651 
1946 — 1412 1950 1739 
1947 — 1491 1951 — 1810 
1948 — 1550 1952 1910 (estimate) 


In June, the Andover School Committee, realizing that th 
increased enrollment now in the elementary schools would soo 
reach the high schools, advised the Boxford School Committee th: 
we would not be able to admit any additional Boxford pupil 
They would, however, allow those already in the school tog 
through and graduate. 

In March, 1951, after having chosen Rich and Tucker as thei 
architects, the Andover School. Building Committee chose \ 
Walter L. Ritchie as the General Contractor for the two new él 
mentary school buildings. Immediately upon receiving the gene! 
contract, the Walter L. Ritchie Company started construction 0 
the new buildings. “he work has proceeded at a very satislactoy 
rate. At this writing, the Central elementary school is considerd 
to be eighty percent complete; and the West elementary scho 
building eighty-five percent complete. These two new building 
will. be a significant addition to the Andover School System. Th 
‘Superintendent feels, however, that a study should be made regard 
ing the housing of increased enrollment at Shawsheen and th 
ultimate improvement of facilities and conditions at the Bradle 
and Indian Ridge districts. 


During the year 1951, acoustical tile was installed in the shi 
sheen School hall. This major maintenance item had long bee 
needed, and the results prove to be very satislactory. It was a 
necessary to install a new floor in the Shawsheen S« hool gymnasin 
because of great deterioration of the beams supporung the origi 
floor. In addition to these major gems, routine upkeep was acon 
plished in a very satisfactory maniér. It is my opinion Ula 
janitors should be commended for their real interest keep 
the buildings not only clean but in good repair. 


Two years ago, we undertook a four year project ol replacity 
the old plumbing in Punchard High School. “Uhis has progress 
satisfactorily. The upkeep of Andover’s Memorial Auditor 
comes under the School Department budget, and cyer) effort h 
been made to maintain this as a meeting place of which \ndov 
can well be proud. This year, the balcony and stairwel 
painted as well as the folding doors on the stage. Extensive 
were also made on the rool.

MORE ON SCHOOLS 


iiditor of The Townsman: 

D. G. Valz has given in The 
Townsman considerable informa- 
tion concerning his views of our 
public school. The subject of his 
March 20 report was the annual 
committee message. Following are ; 
further views of that. 

The school committee signs its 
annual report in such a manner as 
to indicate that the committee’s 
secretary is its top policy making 
officer. The chairman of the com- 
mittee should sign the report, or a 
foot note should be added explain- 
ing why another person signs it. 

The report states: ‘“The school 
committee must take the leader- 
ship in presenting the facts....in 
ample time in order that the people 
in town meeting assembled may 
exercise...judgement...’” Presenting 
their report 30 minutes before 
town meeting assembles does not 
meet this essential. Consequen- 
tly, the report should be published 
in the local paper at least twice, 
and _ at _ least 20 days before each 
annual town meeting. 


The general financial state- 
ments given are not conducive to 
the exercise of judgment. The 


practice of giving one group of fi- 
nancial figures in the committee’s 
report and a somewhat different 
group in the town report is con- 
fusing. That practice cannot be 
justified. 

Considerable effort is applied 
in high school classes to impress 
the students with the essential 
that any type of statistical report 
must have sufficient background 
figures so that comparisons can be 
made. By that standard, the finan- 
cial statements of the report could 
not be used in a high school class 
room as a good example. Thereport 
should pass such a test. Accor- 
dingly, the following suggestions 
are made. 

The school committee should de- 
vote a portion of its annual mes-

sage to giving the probable mone- 
tary worth of a grammar school and 
of a high school education. The 
changes in their worth during the 
past ten years should be stated 
together with what their probable 
future worth shall be. The essen- 
tial public school, like all other 
good things, must be constantly 
advocated, 

A continuing project should be 
established in the upper high 
school classes which consists 
of gathering facts and figures con- 
cerning the financial operation of 
the school system, a comparison 
of these costs with past years, 
and with those of the other school 
systems in the cities and towns 
contiguous to Andover, Compari- 
sons with state averages should 
also be made. Thus the students, 
soon to be voters, would have a 
first hand knowledge of the costs 
of their education and what is to 
be expected of them when they 
become tax payers. 

The charts and detailed reports 
of this project should be incorpo- 
rated in the school committee’s 
annual report and should include 
these items: 1) Detailed report of 
the entire expenditures of the 
school department together with a 
statement showing the proportion 
of total taxes used by the school 
department for each of the past 
five years; 

2) Entire cost of school department 
indicated in terms of average cost 
per pupil. The cost for two pre- 
vious years should be shown to- 
gether with the same figure for all 
the cities and towns contiguous to 


Andover, and the average for the | 


state should be shown; 


3) Entire cost of operating each 
school building as a school unit 
should be indicated in terms of 
average cost per pupil; 
4) The cost of transportation for 
each school building as a school 
unit should be indicated; 
5) The cost of transportation to 
each private school should be 
stated,
